the sending of Jesus Christ to this
earth on the part of the father, and a
willingness to perform that mission
by the Son, who saild: "I am come to
do thy will, O God." There are threa
phases of the mission of Jesus Christ
that may bhelp the Christian to under
stand what his mission ls.

1. Jesus was sent to exemplify a per
fectly holy life. We may indeed say
that God wanted to show the world
that there could be a perfect life in
one wearing the human body. Jesus
asked in his great intercessory prayer
that his disciples might be sanctified
through the truth, that is, made holy.
While we cannot get along without
the atonement of Jesus Christ by
death, we cannot get on without this
holy life. Jesus challenged hils ene-
mles to charge him with any sin, and
tholr testimony {8 on record, that
they could find no fault with him. The
moral glory of Jesus Christ s one of
the best testimonies to the genulne-
ness of his misslon.

The mission of hia disciples is like-
wise to exemplify holiness. It must
not be negative only, the avolding of
evil, but it must be positive, and will
come out in making the Word of God
the gulde of life, In prayer, in medita-
tion and in a correct outward deport-
ment according to Cod's law.

2. The misslon of Jesus Christ was
also that of saving, It is true that
we may think of Christ as saving us
by dying for us on the cross, thus
making a substitutionary eacrifice, but
ft must pot be forgotten that while
he was upon earth he wae a soul-win-
ner. He did not seem to be success:
ful in his popular preaching, He gath-
ered his disciples one by one; he won
the woman of Samarla, Zaccheua and
Bartimeus, He sought the people,
those straying on the mountains of
sin., His disciples In these days must
remember that this work of saving 18,
in & senge, their chief misslon. If tha
church would arise In its misslon, the
entire world of mankind would soon
be brought into submission to Jesus
Christ. Yet, not possibly one out of
ten {8 & recognized soul-saver, We
might ask In astonlshment, Why i
this, as the burden of responsibility in
this text rests on Chrigtians, and the
promises of success are abundant?

2 Jesus Christ was sent to suffer in
the flesh, so are his disciples, We can
never think of Jesus Christ as hilarl-
ous or lackadalsieal, but as sorrowful,
burdened with the sins of the entire
world. He was poor, and did not know
whera to lany his head, had not honor
in his own country, was desplsed nnd
rajected of men He worked nces-
guntly, though hungry and thiraty and
weary, and at last In early life was
eruelly put to death

Hig meciples are also to suffer, yet
most of them peck thelr own ease, and
congratulate themselves that they are

escaping poverty, hunger, and oppo:
gitlon of men Jesus Christ was not,
as John the Haptist, clothed with

ecamel's halr, and otherwise a denlzen
of the wilderness, but in the mildst of

| etviiization he did not tnke advantage

of Its convenlences and loxuries
Would not the suffering that his dis-
clples today should endure by willing
poverty, soon give the gospel to avery
ginning man upon the face of the
earth, and thus hasten the coming of
the Lord? BSometimes we are called
to suffer paf and sickness, not con:
pected with our work. May this notl
bo God's method of purifylng us? How
few there are upon this earth that
would be worthy of walking In the fur-
nnes of suffering with the son of God,
the fourth one in the fire! Christians
now nre grovellng, they are Hving on
the Hnits of thelr privileges. Why

| should they not riga to the higher lav-

els of privilege and experience” The
apnswer to this gquestion might be that

they are not willing to live the life
thet Christ lved, receiving the ap

proval of God; they are not willing to
give themselves to soulsaving, and
not willing to suffer for his sake

With my out-
door antennae I contlnually hear the
Arlington (Va.) naval station when It
sends out the correct time signals at
11:65 a. m., and at 9:065 p. m.; also
the weather reports, Hrooklyn navy
yard; New London, Conn.; Cape Cod
and others, Including amateur stations
too numerous to mentioa.
